HAD NO INOWLEDGE AND/OR INVOLVEMENT CONNECTED TO THE DEATH OF CHRISTIAN ANDREACCHIO. 


PRE-TEST INTERVIEW . DURING THE PRE-TEST INTERVIEW ON MAY 07", 2015, MR. MATHD EMERSON MILLER WAS ADVISED OF 
HIS RIGHTS BY THIS EXAMINER. MILLER ACKNOWLEDGED AND WAIVED THOSE RIGHTS AND AGREED TO SPEAK TO THIS 
EXAMINER CONCERNING THE ABOVE USTED POLYGRAPH REASON (DEATH OF CHRISTIAN ANDREACCHIO). NR. NUER WAS ALSO 
PRESENTED WHH A POLYGRAPH CONSENT FORM WHICH HE ALSO REVIEWED AND SIGNED CONSENTING TO THE POLYGRAPH 
EXANINATION/TESTING. ACTER DOCUMENTATION WAS COMPLETED, NR. MILLER’S SOniBILITY FOR POLYGRAPH TESTING WAS 
THEN ASSESSED, AND IN THE OPINION OF THIS EXAMINER NR. NOLER WAS SnTABLE FOR POLYGRAPH TESTING. THIS EXAMINER 
THEN SPOKE WITH NR. MILLER AND REVIEWED THE CASE FACTS WUH HIM, WHEN ASKED ABOUT HIS DIRECT KNOWLEDGE/ 
INVOLVEMENT IN THIS INCIDENT/CASSE NR. MILLER STATED THAT HE HAD NO DIRECT KNOWLEDGE OR INVOLVEMENT IN THE

QUESTIONS TO BE USED AND REVIEWED THEN WUH NR. NDIER FOR UNDERSTANDING. NR. MILLER WAS THEN GIVEN AN 

















AQDAINTENCE TEST. iUTER THE AQOAINTENCE TEST WAS CONPIETED, A SERIES OF NGQT (MODIFIED GENERAl QUESTION 
TECHNIQUE) TEST WERE GIVEN. 


IN-TEST . A LAFAYEnE MODEL LX4000 (DAS) COMPUTERIZED POLYGRAPH SYSTEM WAS BSED FOR THE COLLECTION OF 
POLYGRAPH TESTS (TEST DATA- PHYSIOLOGICAL CHANGES). THE LAFAYEHE MODEL LX4000 MAKES A CONTINVODS RECORDING 
OF MOVEMENT ASSOCIATED WITH RESPIRATION, CHANGES IN ELEaRODERMAL ACTIVITY, AND CHANGES IN CARDIOVASCULAR 
ACTIVnY. A FUNCTIONALITY CHECK CONFIRMED THAT THE INSTRUMENT WAS IN PROPER WORKING ORDER. 

DURING THE INTEST PHASE OF THE EXAMINATION, THREE (3) TEST WERE ADMINISTERED FOLLOWING THE PROTOCOL OF A 
MODIFIED GENERAL QUESTION TECHNIQUE (MGQT). EACH OF THE MGQT TEST (CHARTS) CONTAINED THE FOLLOWING QUESTIONS 
THAT WERE ANSWERED AS INDICATED HELOW: 

QUESTION: WERE YOB AT CHRISTIAN’S APARTMENT AT THE TIME OF HIS DEATH? 

ANSWER: NO. 

QUESTION: DID YOB SHOT CHRISTIAN ANDREACdlO IN HIS APARTMENT? 

ANSWER: NO. 

QUESTION: DID YOB WITNESS CHRISTIANS DEATH? 

ANSWER: NO 

QUESTION: DID YOB TOUCH OR MORE ANCTHINn IN THE APARTMENT ACTER CHRISTIAN’S DEATH? 

ANSWER: NO. 


TEST DATA ANALYSIS . NUMERICAL ANALYSIS OF THE POLYGRAPH TESTS (PHYSIOLOGICAL RECORDINGS) WAS CONDBCTED USING A 
7 POSITION SCORING SCALE. THE ANALYSIS RESULTED IN A CONttBSION OF “NO DECEPTION DOKATEI’’ WHEN MR. MOLER WAS 
ANSWERING THE ABOVE LISTED QUESTIONS. THE EXAMINER IS OF THE OPINION THAT MR. MILLER WAS BEING TRUTHFUL DURING 
TESTING.
